One 
question does still remain—is the war to be regarded eaee be 
end, or is the submission of one chief only a single event? Ag 
to the surrender of Gorgey, it is variously commented on, All 
those who know the man acquit him of any motive unworth 
of his chivalrous and hitherto stainless character; others think, 
however, that hostility to Kossuth has been the cause; and 
voices have even been heard that spoke of Russian gold. But 
from all our information we adhere to the first and better 
opinion, Great characters are rare, and it is the duty of the 
unprejudiced to recognise them whenever they appear, 
Gorgey’s private conduct was always free from reproach, his 
atriotism was purer and less self-seeking than that of Kossuth, 
No personal revenge, no petty hatred, drove him into the con- 
flict against Austria. Girgey saw that his country was hast- 
ening to an abyss; he regarded the dictatorship of Kossuth as 
& monstrosity; nevertheless, he thought himself bound to 
remain in the important post to which his courage and services 
had raised him; but he remained less from sympathy wits th, 
state of the cause than from a ki d of military point of honour, 
Thus his position with regard to Kossuth, the absolute dictator, 
became every ree more insupportable. After the taking of 
Ofen the rupture between them became go serious that a depu- 
tation waited on Girgey and demanded an explanation of his 
lans and intentions, ‘hey were made evident after the battle 
efore Comorn, Kossuth wished that the whole army should 
be concentrated in the south, Girgey saw in this measure 
only « prolongation of the kanguinary war; yet he obeyed, not 
60 mauek the command of Kossuth as the wish of his army, 
ith bi tween 30,000 and 40,000 men he left Comorn, Almost 
by miracle he succeeded in breaking through the enem .

On his arrival in Vilagos his army was in 
a frightf il condition—arme, ammunition, provisions, money, ali 
were wanting. Gérgey had executed his task ; he had moved 
his army to the south, and was Justified in demanding from 
Kossuth a fuller explanation of ‘his plans. The latter, how- 
ever, inetead of giving any answer, abdicated hig office, and 
made over his powers to Girgey, who called a council of war, 
and resolved on submission—most probabl _ no alternative 
remained, Gérgey was compelled to take this decisive step, 
even if he had not long considered it the only solution of the 
question, From this point of view the surrender may be 
regarded as an honourable, a loyal, and even a patriotic act 
Hungary, unassisted, must sooner or later have been conquered; 
but every day the conflict was prolonged would have inflicte 
on it fresh and fatal wounds, 

The following is a copy of Gorgey’s proclamation—a fitting 

and melancholy close to this eventful history ;—~ 
‘ GORGHY TO THE NATION, 

* Citizens,—The Provisional Government has ceased to extat, 
The Governor and the Ministers have voluntarily retired from 
their offices and the Government. Under such circumstances 
a military dictatorship is indispensable, and this, with the civil 
power, I provisionally take into my hands, Citizens! what 
can be done in such ‘an afflicting position for our fatherland I 
will do, either sword in hand or by pacific means, according: ay 
it may be necersary, but, at all events, 80 that fewer sacrifices 
may be required, and that persecution, cruelty, and murder 

may cease, Citizens! thecir cumstances are go extraordinary, 
and the blows of fate so heavy, that any fixed plans for the 
future are impossible, My only counsel and wish is that you 
retire to your homes, and take no share either jn resistance or 
conflict, even if the enemy should enter the town Which you 
inhabit, as the probability is that you can only find safety’ for 
yourselves and your property by remaining in your homes, and 
ursuing your usual avocations. Citizens ! whatever lot God, 
tn his inscrutable will, has destined for us, we will bear with

It is stated in circles likely to be acquainted with the royal 
intention that her Majesty has expressed a desire to have a royal 
marine pavilion erected for her residence at Killiney, within eight 
miles of Dublin. A more desirable site for a marine villa could 
not be selected, It is situated on a high promontory, commanding 
an uninterrupted view of the bay, surrounded by enchanting scenery 
and the most convenient bathing-places, and possessing every com- 
bination for health atid pleasure. An Irish journal says, ‘Should 
her Majesty ever think of a residence in Erin, let Rostrevor be the 
chosen spot—there she may have a quiet habitation, for all the 
county of Down is rich as regards land, beautiful in scenery, and its 
population, so mainly of Scotch and English extraction, prosperous 
and peaceable beyond all other parts of Lreland.” 


We have reason to believe that his Royal Highness Prince 
Albert has been actively engaged in devising a plan of an exhibition 
which shall worthily represent the present manufacturing position 
of this country. We hear that, it is contemplated that, for the first 
time in the annals of similar institutions, this ex sition shall be 
not national only, but as far as possible universal, embracing the 
products, machinery, and manufactures of Gur OWn Country, our 
colonies, and all nations. It is proposed to give large money prizes 
and medals, which shall be awarded by a tribunal so elevated 
above all the interests of competitiou as to inspire the utmost 
confidence. 


When the Prince of Wales (afterwards George IV.) was 
in his youth, he took part in a private concert at the residence of 
Sir W. W. Wynne, grandfather to the present baronet, in St. 
James’s-square, and spoke so highly of the violoncello on which he 
played, which belonged to Sir Watkin, that the worthy baronet 
caused it to be added to the extensive collection of valuable instru- 
mepts in the possesion of his aye! Highness. Crosdil and other 
competent judges valued it at 200 guineas, 


The first day of the late Phosnix-park races was most 
fully and militarily attended, One of the least pretentious persons 
in the throng of officers was Prinee George of Cambridge, with his 
quiet well-bred air, conversing good-humouredly with his brother 
officers, amongst whom, judging by their deportment towards him, 
he appears to be a decided favourite.

The splendid bridge at Pesth is generally supposed to 
have been completely demolished during the recent events of the 
war operations between the Hungarians and Austrians, but up to 
the present time no serious damage has been done to the structure. 
The first retreat the Austrian army was obliged to make from Pesth, 
the general gave orders for the destruction of the bridge, and 60 
ewt. of powder were placed on it, 30 ewt, on each side, or under 
the chains, with the view of breaking them.

It is stated that the vacant place of gauger in the cus-

increased. And it is also reported that a reduction of nine persons 
is likely to take place in the class of gaugers in the customs at 
Liverpool, who will be re-employed in other ports as opportunities 
occur for replacing them in the service. 


In Russia, the stock of coin kept on hand for cashing 
banknotes having diminished, it has been thought necessary to 
replace what is wanting by transporting of 5,000,000 of roubles 
from the fortress of St. Petersburg. This act, among other things, 
establishes the fact that there remained in the vaults of the fortress 
of Peter and Paul, after the removal of the 6,000,000 roubles, 
101,528,595 roubles. 


M. Perinet, ex-professor of the Hopital Militaire 
d’Instruction, has succeeded in preserving water in a sweet state by 
placing a kilogramme and a half of black oxide of manganese in 
each cask of water containing 250 litres, He has kept this water 
for seven years in the same barrels, and exposed them to various 
temperatures ; at the end of that time he found it as limpid, free 
from smell, and of as good a quality as at the beginning of the 
experiment, 


The method proposed of ventilating rooms in workhouses 
(devised by Sir John Walsham, Bart.) is by means of zinc tubes, 
three inches in diameter, perforated with air-holes of one-twelfth 
of an inch diameter. The perforations to be frequent and at the sides 
(inclining towards the bottom) of the tubes. ‘he tubes are carried 
across the ceiling of the room, being fixed with pipe-hooks to the 
bottom of the beam or joist, as the case may be, and taken through 
the external walls to the open air, and terminated with convex per 
forated ends. Also a moveable cap, not perforated, should be ae 
vided to cover the end of the tube most exposed to the wind in 
extremely cold weather, and be attached to the tube or wall out- 
side by a small chain, so as to be ready for use when required, 


Quidnune, meaning, literally, “ What now?” is another 
name for newsmonger. Miss Martineau used to tell a pleasant 
story about one of the class, who, taking advantage of the interest 
excited among scientific men in relation to the Ross and Back 
expeditions, was more than usually annoying by his fussy ques- 
tions. ‘Sir David! Sir David!’’ he called out at the top of his 
voice, one fine morning in London, Sir David Brewster, who was 
riding down the street in somewhat of a hurry, drew u his horse, 
and approached the speaker, ‘Any news frem the North Pole, 
Sir David ?’’—* Confound the North Pole!’’ was the angry reply 
of the philosopher, as he hastily pursued his way again, leaving the 
quidnune transfixed with amazement. ‘ What is the matter, 
Mr. ?’? inquired the Rev. Sydney Smith, who came up imme- 
diately after the occurrence, ‘The unfortunate man told his story, 
and dilated upon the style of the answer he had received—“' 50 
unbecoming in a man of his standing; so abrupt, not to say pro- 
fane, Confound the No:th Pole!”—‘‘ Pooh, pooh, my dear sir,” 
said his comforter, ‘ you must not mind all that Sir David says, 
He is asingular man. You would scarcely believe it, but I assure 
you it is aly a few evenings ago that I heard him, before a large 
company, speak in the most disrespectful terms of the equator.’ 


The report of the select committee of the House of Com- 
mons on Public Libraries has just been issued. This document, 
with the evidence taken before the committee appointed to investi- 
gate the present state of the public. libraries of the country, has 
been looked for with considerable anxiety by the literary portion of 
the public. It has long been felt that some great and radical 
change in the management of national libraries, and especially that 
of the British Museum, was imperatively demanded, not only as an 
act of justice to individuals, butas a means of increasing the literary 
reputation of Great Britain. Authorship, at the best of times and 
under the most favourable circumstances, involves a vast amount 
of labour, perseverance, and anxiety; and its disappointments, 
always too abundant, need no increase from the negligence or 
inefliciency of Government officers, who have been appointed, at 
ample salaries, to provide every facility for the ready use of the 
literary stores over which they are placed as guardians, From gross 
mismanagement, however, the great metropolitan and national 
library is, so far as modern works are concerned, next to useless,

week ending Saturday, Aug. 25, the deaths in London were 2457 ; 
of which 1276 were by cholera, 238 by diarrhwa. The deaths from 
all causes in each of the last seven weeks were 1070, 1369, 1741, 
1981, 1967, 1909, 2299, 2457; the deaths from cholera 152, 339, 678, 
783, 926, 823, 1229, and 1276. Although the number of deaths last 
week is greater than any number yet recorded, it is gratifying to 
learn that active measures are now in actual operation, or com- 
mencing in every district, to combat the great epidemic which has 
already destroyed 7470 lives in London, ‘The mortality stands in 
favourable contrast to that which has been felt in other cities, where 
the visitation has recalled the ravages of the middle ages. But, if 
the general sanitary state and arrangements are superior to those 
of the other civilized countries of Europe, it is quite certain that 
while the present epidemic has excited some talk and terror, the 
efforts which have hitherto been employed to combat it look feeble 
and insignificant when contrasted with the vast means and agency 
which are brought to bear by the nation in other fields for the pro- 
tection of life and property. ‘ The energy,” says the registrar- 

eneral, ‘‘ with which parts of our institutions work makes the 

efects of the rest more evident.’’ We have Death in our streets, 
of which cholera, an active minister, has destroyed already 7470 lives 
in London, and thousands more in the rest of the kingdom, ‘ Who,” 
he continues, ‘ will go out against this enemy? Is it too powerful 
or too feeble for the arm of the greatest? * * * * * Is the 
country insensible to its magnitude? Will not all the national 
strength and resources be put forth to improve the hygienic con- 
dition of the people, and to rid England of the causes of the fatality 
of epidemics? ‘Lhis may yet be done by the Government, aided by 
the force of facts and of enlightened pablic opinion,” 
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Batsam — (Balsamina hortensis— Balsami- 
nacee), ‘This is a very showy plant, a native 
of the East Indies, which was introduced . 
about two hundred and fifty years ago, It 
is what is called a tender annual, as its seeds 
require to be raised on a hotbed, and even 
the plants when full grown are killed by the 
slightest degree of frost. The stems are very 
succulent, and so nearly transparent as to 
show the course of the sap when the plants 
are watered with a liquid in which an 
colouring matter has been dissolved. The 
seed-pods resemble those of the common 
touch-me-not, which belongs to the same 
natural order, and when ripe they burst at 
the slightest touch and curl up, discharging 
their seeds to a considerable distance. There 
are a great many varieties, but the colours of 
the flowers are a ways white, or red, or purple, 
or one of these colours mingled with white, 
and never yellow or bright blue, 

ENTSTEMON — (Serophulariacee), Tho 
name of this genus signifies five stamens, 
from Linneus having classed it with plants 
having four stamens, and afterwards having 
discovered in it the rudiments ofafifth, All 
the species are natives of N orth America and 
Mexico, and most of them are natives of the 
now celebrated plains of California, Only 
two or three species were known in the time 
of Linnreus; but so many have been intro- 
duced within the last twenty years, that there 
are now above thirty kinds grown in gardens, 

Mynrir ~ (Myrius communis—M yrlacee), 
The myrtle was dedicated to Venus, and the 
Greeks had a fable that the myrtle was once 
a& nymph named Myrsine, who wag a great 
favourite with Minerva till the nymph un- 
fortunately popvened to fall in love, when 
the Goddess of Wisdom was so enraged that 
she changed her former favourite into this 
plant, which Venus ever after took under her 
especial care, The myrtle was first intro- 
duced by Sir Walter Raleigh, who met with 
it in the south of France, and who Was 80 
delighted with its fragrance and beauty that 
he brought some of the plants home with 
him; and two of them are said to be yet 
living on Sir Walter’s estate at Youghal, in 
the south of Ireland. The myrtle grows 
freely in the open air in Devonshire, Corn- 
wall, the Isle of Wight, and some other 
places, and attains a very large size, In 
some parts of Devonshire, beds in the flower. 
gardens are planted with it, its branches 
being pegged down in the same manner ag 
verbenas; and as, when thus treated, it 
flowers profusely, it is extremely orname 
the myrtle proceeds principally from an essential oil contained 
in little cells in the leaves, and which look like transparent 
dots when the leaves are held Up to the light, 

Sanvia—(Labiate), The common sage belongs to this genus, 
but the ornamental species are always known by their botanic 
name of salvia, ‘The species are very numerous and very 
ornamental, particularly the §, patens, the flowers of which 
are of a rich dark blue; and §, fulgens, the flowers of which 
are of a brilliant scarlet, The leaves of

JONVOLVULUS —( Convolou- 
lus Major, or Convolvulacee), 
The genus Convolyulus has 
been divided by modern bo- 
tanists into several different 
genera, and that which in.

THE BERMONDSEY MURDER, 
ADJOURNED EXAMINATION OF MRS, MANNING, 


At an early hour yesterday morning, and a considerable time 
before the Southwark Police-office was opened, a great number of 

ersons assembled in front of the court, eager to obtain admission to 
have a view of Mrs. Manning. The doors were no sooner opened 
than the court was instantly crowded with well-dressed persons of 
both sexes, although it was well-known that the prisoner would 
not be brought up before teno’clock. Mr. Edwin, the chief-clerk 
made every arrangement in his power to accommodate the press and 
the public, but from the limited dimensions of the court, and the 
great number of persons who crowded into it, the greatest possible 
inconvenience was experienced by those whose curiosity induced 
them to attend; but those who were present were so anxious to 
obtain a view of the prisoner that they waited patiently from ten 
o’clock, when the court was opened, up to the time when the 
prisoner arrived. 

Ata few minutes to one o’clock the police-van, which brought 
the prisoner over from Horsemonger-lane gaol, entered the yard at 
the back of the court, and the crowd outside made a rush to obtain 
a sight of her as she came out of the vehicle, 

Shortly after twelve o’clock, Mr, Secker, the magistrate, directed 
the constables to clear the passage from the cell to the dock, so 
that the prisoner might not be impeded or embarrassed in takin 
her station for the examination. The passage was accordingly wit 
much difficulty cleared, to the great annoyance and disappointment 
of those who occupied it. 

Upon the bench the chief secretary of the Austrian Ambassador, 
the Hon. Mr. Stanhope, and other personages of distinction, were 
accommodated with seats. 

Mr. Heywood, from the office of the solicitor to the Treasury 
attended to prosecute ; Mr, S.lomons attended for the prisoner, and 
was accommodated with a seat in the dock by, the side of the 
prisoner, 

Just before the prisoner entered, the greatest noise and con- 
fusion prevailed both inside and outside of the court. 

At five minutes to one ‘o’clock the prisoner entered the court, 
when all eyes were instantly fixed upon her, She wore a Tuscan

Indian Pudding.—If you happen to make double the quantity, 
and any remain from the previous day, prepare some rice curry with 
eggs, mix your remaining meat curry with it, put in dish, and 
bake ; serve hot. 

I shall recommend (which is the opinion of my doctor) the lean 
part of a fine mutton chop well peppered, a saltspoonful of cayenne 
and salts of celery rubbed over; the darker re the flesh of the 
mutton, the more preferable; the same with beef: cuta slice of the 
fillet, extract all fat, and cook the beef like the mutton, 

The leg of a chicken well peppered as above, broiled quite dry ; 
boil two eggs ten minutes, cut in four pieces, adda little pepper, 
salt, and a pat of butter, serve with it any small quantity of rice. 
Let your doctor select any of those dishes for you; though the 
complaint is the same, our constitutions may require different 
treatment. 

Broth is very seldom recommended for cholera cases, but 
essence of beef and mutton may be taken by spoonfuls. 

To vary the food for persons who are fond of sweets, put two 
ounces of rice, well washed, in a stewpan, add half a pint of milk, a 
pat of butter, a little powdered cinnamon, anda saltspoonful of 
sugar; when in rather thick pulp, add the yolks of two eggs; serve 
round, to be eaten either hot or cold. 

Prepare the same, but adda tablespoonful of tapioca and a little 
more milk; place half in a dish, then some a ricot marmalade or 
any jam, put the other half over, place in the oven, sugar over, 
bake twenty minutes, As to rice milk (Riz au Lait) and rice

The engravings after 
Rembrandt, which we now 
tan al are characteristic 
of the variety of his style ; 
the one, a simple effect of 
daylight, may with ease 
and advantage be copied ; 
the other, an effect of great 
depth, is so complicated in 
its execution that nothing 
but the hand of a master 
could, by such means, pro- 
duce the gloomy splendour 
of the original: this deep 
colour is produced by re- 
olor dry-pointing, and 
touching with the graver. 
Re-etching is  accom- 
lished by entirely cover- 
ng the plate and filling 
the lines with etching- 
ground, In laying a re- 
etching ground, it is of as 
great importance to ie 
the lines entirely filled 
with ground” as it is in 
rebiting tokeep them clean, 
The advantages of re. 
etching are, that on por- 
tions of the plate where 
there are strong lines al. 
ready, one or more tints 
of varied strength can, by 
repeated re-etching, be 
added, and on parts where 
tints already are, details 
and texture may be intro- 
duced.
